GERMANS RETREATING 
ON EXTENDED FRONT

From Valenciennés to the! 


Meuse They Are Falling 
Back and Suffering Ter- 
rible Losses—Allies 
Take Many Strategic 
Points. 


New York, November 6.—(By As- 
sociated Press. From European Ca- 
bles of the Day.)--In France and 
Flanders the enemy forces are be- 
ing given no rest. Along the whole 
battle line in France the British, 
French and American troops have 
made further material gains and re- 
claimed numerous towns and vil- 
lages. Thousands more of Germans 
have been taken prisoner on all the 
sectors under attack. Generally the 
enemy forces are in slow retreat, but 
nevertheless at some points they 
are offering sharp resistance, par- 
ticularly against the Americans in 
the Meuse river region and _ the 
French in the old Argonne sector. 

The latest gains of the British on 
the western side of the battle front 
have been productive of the capture 
of several towns of great impor- 
tance, the gaining of more territory 
east of the Scheldt canal, where the 
Canadians are on the attack, and in 
the taking of several railway junc- 
tions of high strategic value. 

Along the Meuse the Americans 
continue steadily to push forward, 
and at last accounts were almost at 
the gates of Sedan, a dominating 
point on the German line of com- 
munication to the east. Both east 

“and west of the river the Germans 
have materially stiffened their re- 
sistance against the men from over- 
seas, using large numbers of ma- 
chine guns and gas in great quanti- 
ties in an endeavor to impede their 
progress, 

To the west of the American sec- 
tors the Germans near Rethel are 
holding a bridgehead to protect their 
retiring armies east and west. In 
doing so, however, they are form- 
ing a dangerous salient in which 
capture is likely, should the French 
break through. Numerous addition- 
al crossings of the Aisne have been 
made by the French. Altogether 
the situation of the German army is 
a critical one. 


FLEEING GERMANS. 
CLOSELY PRESSED 
BY ALLIED FORCES 


Paris, November 6.—German forces 
are in full retreat on the front of 75 
miles from Valiencennes to the 
Meuse. They are being pressed hot- 
ly by the allies. 

British troops have crossed the 
Belgian ‘frontier east of Valen- 
ciennes and have stormed Mormal 
forest, which covers Maubeuge. 
Further south the French are within 
eimht miles of the great Mons- 
Virvins-La Capelle road, and main 
artery of the central part of the 
German front in France. They are 
separated from it only by the 
Nouvoin forest. 

General Guillaumat and General 
Gouraud are advancing on the south- 
ern side of the salient, and the 
American army threatens the re- 
treat of the German forest, for it is 


only nine miles from Sedan. The 
Americans have carried their lines 
past Dun-Sur-Meuse. 

As the result of the latest battle, 
in which the allies have soundly 
beaten 140 Germans divisions, hun- 
dreds of villages have been freed 
and thouasnds of prisoners have 
been captured. The enemy’s posi- 
tion, which was bad vefore, now 
ymay be said to be desperate. 

The problem confronting the Ger- 
man general staff may be summed. 
up briefly as follows: _ 

“The. enemy has nine armies 
strung out in a semi-circular line 
from Ghent to Mouzon on the Meuse, 
a distance of 160 miles. All that 
immense fighting force must flow 
back to Germany through Belgium, 
the gap between Liege and Mouzon 
measuring only seventy miles. 

The southern half and center of 
this gap is the most difficult coun- 
try. It is wooded, hilly and poorly 
supplied with roads. If the Namur- 
Liege region is occupied by the al- 
lies before the Germans south of the 
Sambre are able to get away and 
cross the Meuse, they will be virtu- 
ally surrounded and overwhelmed 
in disaster. 

It should be remembered that 
Ghent and Le Quesnoy are nearer 
Namur ond Liege than Marle and 
Chateau Porcien. The armies are 
less than fifty miles from Namur.

REPUBLICANS INTEND 
TO DO MUCH PROBING 


Field for Investigation of 

the Democratic Admin- 
istration Thrown Wide 
Open on Eve of Next 
Presidential Election. 


Washington, November 6.—The 
political overturning which takes 


from the democrats control of the 
house of representatives foreshad- 
ows an upheaval in national leg- 
islative affairs, changes in powerful 
committee chairmanships and a sit- 
uation confronting President Wil- 
son which, in a measure, parallels 
that confronting President Taft in 
the midst of his administration. The 
situation also is analogous to that 
faced by President Cleveland at the 
beginning of his, first term. 

Since, by the system of commit- 
tee control which prevails in the 
house, all legislation and the virtu- 
ally unlimited powers for investi- 
gation of governmental affairs are 
within the initiative and control of 
the majority, the possibilities are | 
obvious. They will be increased if 
the final returns for the senate as- 


First comes the question of the 
speakership, a place whith many 
statesmen and politicians have de- 
clared is second only to the presi- 
dency in importance. Representa- 
tive Mann, of Illinois, the repub- 
lican leader, would, on the basis of 
his position, be the logical candidate 
of the majority, but that is compli- 
cated by several factors, one of 
which has been Mr. Mann’s contin- 
ued ill health. There also are some 
factional differences to be consid- 
ered. Representative Gillette, of 
Massachusetts, actually Mr. Mann's 
senior in point of service, has been 
acting republican leader, and is to 
be reckoned with in the calculations 
for the speakership. Theyre also has 
been some talk of Representative 
Longworth, of Ohio, Colonel Roose- 
velt’s son-in-law, as a candidate 
upon whom the republicans could 
unite, 


Fordney to Succeed Kitchin. 

Next in importance is the leader- 
ship of the democrats when they 
become the minority party after 
March 3 next. As chairman of the 
ways and means committee, Repre- 
sentative Kitchin, of North Caro- 
lina, now is the democratic floor 
leader. He is expected to be sup- 
planted in both places by Repre- 
sentative Joseph W. Fordney, of 
Michigan, one of the old republican 
wheelhorses, upon whom will fall 
a very important part in carrying 
out, with the treasury department, 
the government’s financial program 
for the remainder of the war. This 
will present a situation where a re- 
publican house, and probably senate, 
will be dealing with a democratic 
secretary of the treasury on im- 
mense financial questions, in which 
they fundamentally may be in dis- 
agreement. At least two more Lib- 
erty Loans are to be provided for, 
and no one can estimate the need for 
further war taxation after the end 
of the fiscal year which the pending 
war revenue bill is framed to cover. 

Speaker Clark was minority lead- 
er before the democrats came into 
control. A question to be decided 
is whether Mr. Kitchin is to step 
down from that place in the new 
congress to give way for Mr. Clark 
or whether the speaker will be 
obliged to take places in the usual 
run of committee assignments. 


Republicans to Probe. 


There are in the house several 
committees which have power to in- 
vestigate expenditures of the execu- 
tive departments. During control of 
the democratic majority the repub- 
licans have been powerless to com- 
pel investigation of things which 


they have attacked. In control of 
those committees, which in times of 
peace are virtually of no impor- 
tance, the field for investigation of 
the democratic administration by a 
republican house is thrown wide

Swimmers Led 
Pershing’s Men 
Across Meuse 


~ —— \ 
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Passage of River in Face 
of German Fire Will 
Rank as One of Most 
Gallant Feats of War. 


With the American Forces on the 
Sedan Front, November’ 6.—The 
crossing of the River Meuse and the 
capture of the town of Dun by the 
Americans, when its full details are 
known, will rank as one of the most 
gallant feats of the entire operations 
northwest of Verdun. The troops 
who accomplished it will be entli- 
tled to rank as heroes, for their 
work in militarily crossing the 
stream was a strategic move of un- 
usual daring. 

The crossing involved the forcing 
of a way over the 160-foot river, a 
half-mile-wide stretch of mud and a 
60-foot canal in the face of a fright- 
ful enemy fire. It also involved 
swimming by those who knew how 
and the pulling of others over ropes. 
Grappling irons were used to scale 
the sheer walls of the canal, along 
which machine gunners had been 
posted, under the fire of scores of 
batteries from the hills adjoining, 

The order to cross the canal came 
at mid-afternoon Monday. The 


troops received their grim instruc- 
tions under a sun which was shining 


for the first time in days. The men 


knew as well as their commanders;

IG AMENDMENTS 
POLL LARGE VOTE 
ALL OVER GEORGI 
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Reports Received From 
36 Counties by The Con- 
stitution Show There 
Was Little Opposition to 
Their Passage. 


FANNIN COUNTY GOES 
IN WILLIAMS COLUMN 


In 36 Counties So Far Re- 
porting William J. Har- 
ris Receives 12,074

Reports from thirty-six of the 
152 counties in the state received 
by The Constitution Wednesday 
night show an almost Unanimous 
passage of the entire list of the 15 
proposed amendments to the con- 
stitution of the state, the majority 
ranging from four to ten to one. 

In the 36 counties which have re- 
ported, W. J. Harris, regular dem- 
ocratic nominee for the United 
States senate, received 12,074 votes 
to 1,291 for G. H. WiYllams, the in- 


dependent republican candidate.

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BAN ON LIQUOR 
VOTED BY OHI 


Majority for oidithicion 
Close to 15,000—Florida 
Also Votes “Dry,” But 
California Will Remain 
“Wet.” 


Columbus, Ohio, November 6.—Ohio 
yesterday entered the fast growing 
column of states where intoxicant 
liquors cannot be sold or purchased. 
With the reports from rural coun- 
ties returned today showing such a 
marked tendency toward the dry 
amendment, it became evident early 
that the 30,000 lead that the wets 
had obtained would be overcome, and 
predictions to this effect proved 
true. 

With slightly less than 600 pre- 
cincts eut, the prohibition forces 
have assumed a lead of 5,851 tonight, 
and their leaders confidently predict 
that the final majority will be close 
to 15,000. The vote, with 5,148 pre- 
cincts out of 5,756, prohibition polled 
396,436, while the voters opposed to 
prohibition polled 390,585. 

With a little more than 350 pre- 
cincts missing, Governor Cox, demo- 
crat, has established a lead of 18,768 
over his republican opponent, Frank 
B. Willis, and the latter has conced- 
ed his opponent’s election. Returns 
to the secretary of state’s office to- 
day, however, indicated that the 
statehouse would have a divided 


a@ody, as almost the entire state re- 


publican ticket had been élected. 

The republicans also supported 
their congressional nominees in a 
manner that reached the hopes of 
their leaders. The Ohio delegation 
in congress will consist of fourteen 
republicans and eight democrats, 
whereas last election thirteen demo- 
crats and nine republicans were 
elected. 

While returns from the rural dis- 
tricts are slow, the indications point 
to a democratic state senate and 
house of representatives. 

Dry leaders are firm in their con- 
tentions that a majority of the men 
who have been elected to these two 
bodies will support the federal ccn- 
stitutional amendment relative to 
prohibition. In this connection, 
however, a peculiar situation re- 
vealed itseif at the polis yester- 
day, when a state amendment was 
passed conferring upon the people 
the right to refer back to the peo- 
ple any ratification by the legisla- 
ture of any federal constitutiona’ 
amendment. Dry leaders point out 
that, inasmuch as the state went 
dry, they have no fear of a refer- 
endum.

From Argonne Forest 
Hollomon Tells Story 
~Of American Heroism 


Constitution’s Special Staff Correspondent in French 
War Zone Accompanies American Army as It 
Drives Huns in Latest Great Offensive—Having 
Covered Practically Entire American Front, He 
Tells of Part American Manhood Is Playing in the 


World Conflict. . .

In the Argonne Forest, November 5.—(Special.)—For more than a 
week I have covered hundreds of kilometers of the western front. I 
have surveyed the battle-scarred area around Chateau-Thierry and 
have followed the Marne along the line of that magnificent American 
offensive when the Huns were driven from the hills that fringed the 
wasted valleys. 

I have stood by silent crosses that attest the valor of allied arms. 
There are many southerners included, for here the Rainbow division did 
some of its greatest work. Among others engaged here was Major. 
Winn’s machine gun battalion, that was the first Georgia unit to move 
from Camp Wheeler. 

I have visited scores of French villages completely destroyed by 
the Boche and others, which the enemy also shelled, but which more 
mercifully are left as partial shelters under which hundreds of refugees 
crowd. I have stood before the ruins of the great cathedral at Varennes, 
in the shadow of which Marie Antoinette was arrested after her escape 
from. Paris, and have seen the figure of the Christ that stands today 
untouched while every wall kas crumbled to the ground. 

The visualization of the complete destruction of this historic vil- 
lage recalls the incidents of that glorious day in September* when the

Argonne Forest 
I groped along the blackened streets of Bar le Duc while enemy 


planes above were dropping bombs and-motored today in the Argonne 
forest, where the most terrific fighting the Americans have yet en- 
gaged in is now in progress, with the Germans gradually yielding. 

I stood in the rear of the front lines, almost directly under the 
balloons from which American observers were directing the artillery 
fire of that division, now so dear to us in the south. 

With tears streaming from my eyes, I could not help but thank 
God for American manhood and courage that is playing such an im- 
portant part today in winning this war for world liberty. 

I saw an enemy plane fire an American observation balloon while 
the observer parachuted to the ground, and six American planes drop- 
ped from the clouds and pounced upon the Boche, bringing him down 
in flames. I then appreciated the great value of sufficient aircraft 
equipment. 

Standing upon the wasted plains north of Verdun, as my eyes 
swept to the south, I realized for the first time the vast area from 
which the Germans have been driven after so many months’ apparently 
impregnable occupation. I felt the thrill of victory and then understood 
the significant wisdom of President Wilson’s firmness in demanding 
that it shall be completed without compromise or parley. 


Magnificent Work 
Of Y. M. C. A. and Red Cross 

It is my purpose to write the details of all this when I return, In 
so far as the proprieties of censorship will permit; but I cannot let 
this opportunity pass without paying a deserved tribute to the work 
of the Y. M. C. A. From the day of embarkation at an American port, 
on board the transport, in the coast and interior cities of France, in 
Paris, and particularly on the battle front, I have watched with the eye 
of a critic the work this organization is doing among the men in khaki, 
together with the work of the allied organizations for the welfare of 
the soldiers. 

I have seen Y. M. C. A. men in the front ranks giving hot chocolate 
and cigarettes to the limping column that emerges from the trenches. 
i have seen them administering to columns of marching men on the 
roadside, as they move to the firing lines. I have seen their service 
under shelifire during bombing raids. There is no hardship that the 
soldier encounters that this force of Y. M. C. A. men is not on or be- 
neath the ground to share, and they carry every comfort compatible 
with the shifting conditions. 

In all sincerity I regard the work of the Red Triangle in France

As the senate 
stands without a decision in these 
contests there are 46 democrats and 
47 republicans. 

In Michigan the race between 
Henry Ford and Truman H. Newber- 
ry was so close that it was said an 
official count might be required to 
decide the winner. Both parties were 
claiming the seat. 

In New Mexico, where republicans 
are claiming the election of Senator 
Fall by a majority of 1,000 at least, 
not a single county had reported 
complete returns. 

In Idaho, where 74,000 votes out 
of an estimated total of 95,000 had 
been counted, Senator Nugent, the 
democratic candidate for re-election, 
was leading Frank R. Gooding, the 
republican candidate, by a little 
more than 300 votes. The result is 
in doubt. 

Administration Needs Senate. 

With the house firmly in the 
hands of the republicans, control of 
the senate is more important than 
ever to the democratic administra- 
tion. If the administration can re- 
tain control of the senate it can in 
a large measure check the activities 
of a republican house. It is doubly 
important to the national adminis- 
tration because of the part which 
the constitution assigns to the sen- 
ate in the ratification of the peace 
treaties which will end the world 
war.

The statement adds that between 
the Scheldt and the Oise the Ger- 
mans have withdrawn, and that al- 
lied troops yesterday, in their at- 
tacks on that front, stormed posi- 
tions which had been evacuated. 
The allied line Tuesday evening was 
west of Bavay, along the eastern 
edge of the Mormal forest, east of 
Landrecies and east of Guise.

“Even Their Heavy Loss- 
es in the Argonne Have 
Failed to Quench Ardor,”

“T have seen the Eighty-Second 
division—the very soul of the south 
—go over the top and after the 
Hun!” was the message brought to 
Atlantans on Wednesday by First 


Lieutenant L. N. Suddath, of Mays-' 


Ville, Ga. 

I found Lieutenant Suddat* with 
his young wife in their suite at the 
Piedmont hotel feeding milk crack- 
ers to the two-year-old Suddath 
heir and getting acquainted with 
each other after an absence of a 
year and a half, “And now tell me 
everything about the Eighty-Sec- 
ond,” I begged, brushing the crack- 
er crumbs from a chair and seating 
myself comfortably. “You see, they 
were trained right here at Camp 
Gordon, those boys of the Eighty- 
Second. We learned to know them 
and to love them. They are our 
adopted sons, every blessed one of 
‘em, And we are fairly hungering 
for any scrap of news you can give 
us.”’ 

And, interspersing bits of narra- 
tive with bites of cracker, Lieut. 
Suddath told me his story. 

“On October 9 my division—the 
number doesn’t matter—relieved the 
Eighty-Second at Cornay, in the 
Argonne forest district.

Lima, Peru, November 6.—The Pe- 
ruvian government having refused 
to permit the American’ tanker 
Bradford, under charter to the In- 
ternational Petroleum company, and 
the British tanker Lobo, of the Lo- 
bitos Oil Fields company, to load 
oil at the Peruvian fields for Van- 
couver unless they first brought 
cargoes of oil to Callao to avert a 
serious oil famine in Lima, the Brad- 
ford cleared yesterday for a Mex- 
ican port in ballast. 

The shortage of oil here threatens 
a complete suspension of industries, 
including the operation of the cen- 
tral railway, which serves large 
copper mines.

both of two basic causes: Over- 
production or under-consumption: 

Neither of these causes can apply 
to the present situation, because 
this year we have an unusual short- 
age with which to satisfy an un- 
precedentedly abnormal demand. 

In times past over-production and 
a falling market, and under-con- 
sumption and a falling market, 
have gone hand in hand; but it is 
most exceptional to have in com- 
bination a declining market, over- 
consumption and under-production! 

This presents a situation that 
merits the best thought and the 
most painstaking consideration that 
can be applied to it. 

If the gamblers and cotion spec- 
ulators are at the bottom of the 
unprecedented situation that is to- 
day crippling the south’s foremost 
industry, that fact ought to be as- 
certained without great difficul. 
and a movement should be started 
to rout the gamblers from the mar- 
ket—a procedure for which ample 
statutory provision has been made. 

If not, then whatever else is the 
cause of it, either directly or con- 
tributory, should be found and the 
remedy applied.

Editor Constitution: There 
no nomination by the democratic 
ficials of DeKalb for the office 
commissioner of roads, and revenues 
for the following reasons: 

Agreeable to a special act of the 
legislature at the last session fo! 
DeKalb county, the ordinary, J. Ii. 
George, was empowered to orde: 
and provide for an election--not 4 
primary election-—-not a democratic 
primary election, but just simply an 
election, and to furnish tickets for 
said election on which to be print- 
ed, “For Five Commissioners,” etc.; 
“Apainst Five Commissioners,” ete., 
and when the election was over 
canvass the same and declare 
result. 

The ordinary complied with 
special law, so far as he was of- 
ficially related to the same, and it 
became known officially on Septem- 
ber 12, the day after the election, 
and under the control alone 
ordinary, that the five-commission- 
er proposition was defeated by 652 
votes and so declared. 

By the special act the voters 
were to decide whether in future 
they would be sérved by one or five 
commissioners. 

There Was a’ democratic 
in DeKalb county and all over Geor- 
zian on September 11 for statehouse 
officers and congressmen, and for 
no other person, persons or pur- 
poses, 

As no one knew 
of the ordinary's 
or five commissioners 
ber 11 would be, it was of course 
a matter of impossibility for any 
one to have legally run for either 
one of the propositions—one com- 
missioner or five 
for, as before stated, no one knew 
the result until it was officially de- 
clared by the ordinary on Septem- 
ber 12. 
If the chairman of the democratic 
executive committee should have 
had reason, he had nothing to do 
but call a primary election after 
the ordinary had declared the result 
of his election on September 12, and 
the candidates—if there had been 
more than one—could have settled 
their “speed limit differences” 
therein and the state election on 
November 5 would have taken care 
of the victor. 

There has not and could not have 
been a democratic primary in De- 
Kalb as has been so flagrantly in 
error published to the world, and 
there has been no “independent” 
candidate, nor no “independent nor 
bushwhacking” voting, as been so 
unkindly charged.

Following a letter from Henry 
Kennedy, Atlanta fuel administra- 
tor. stating thatthe skip-stop sys- 
tem was vo longer necessary as far 
as the fuel administration was 
concerned, the matter was taKen up 
by the state railroad commission. 

Preston S. Arkwright, president 
of the Georgia Railway and Power 
company, personally appeared be- 
fore the commission Wednesday 
and asked the commission to allow 
the ecoimpany to continue the skip- 
stop system for a while longer, as it 
only been in effect ten days 
has not been given sufficient 
time to prove its worth as 
conservation measure, ile 
that the average saving in power 
since the system had been in opera- 
tion is 23 per cent. 

Mr. Arkwright acknowledged that 
at present there is @nough water on 
hand to £turnish sufficient power for 
normal use, but stated that Novem- 
ber is always a month of short sup- 
ply, and asked that the commission 
allow the company to continue the 
system this month at least. 

The commission wiil render a de- 
cision in the matter as soon as it 
goes into executive session, Which 
will probably be Thursday after- 
noon.

The trouble with the Georgia Railway 
and Power company arises from the man- 
ner in which it became possessed of the 
properties of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric company—the concern which 
really owns the utility propertics in the 
city proper. In 1912 the power com- 
pany leased for 999 years all the prop- 
erties of the electric company in At- 
lanta, and by way of rental guaranteed 
for that entire time not only the pay- 
ment of all interest on the bonds of the 
electric company, but very heavy divi- 
dends on all the stock of the electric 
company, 

Guaranteed Big Dividends. 


Wotwithstanding the undisputed fact 
that in such stock there is water to the 
extent of millions, the power company 
under the terms of its “‘lease’’ has guar- 
anteed these enormous dividends to tha 
stockholders of -the electric company, 
and has been trying to keep up payment 
of such dividends (called a “rental’’) at 
a time when others have been satisfied 
to bear their share of war burdens. 

The question might well be asked, why 
could not some other company now 
come alone and lease the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company with the mil- 
lions of liquid stock which its creation 
added -to the already well-wiatcred elec-

tric company, and this latest consolida- | 
power | 


tion in turn guarantee to the 
company stockholders the payment of 
heavy dividends as “rental.’” With such 
able financiers as now contro] this prop- 
erty, such a proces& might go on in- 
definitely, and the people of Atlanta be 
called upon to pay more and more money 
to enable these large concerns to meet 
their heavy capital and overhead obliga- 
tions. 

And incidentally, before the railroad 
commission the chief piea of the power 
company was for increased revenue with 
which to crect some new facilities that 
were needed to “win the war.” 
now that the war ts rapidly drawing 
an end, the power company has aban- 
doned its original contention and now 
requests the increase to 6 cents for 
other reasons. 

There is but‘one solution of the local 
public utility problem.

This doe 
fnot apply to the removal of the unnecessary and arbitrary grade fr 
-strictions in the manufacture of government gcods, which removal af 
|manufacturers would indorse. 


How the Scheme Will Hurt.

(originally bought from the farmers at a low price) have a patriotie 
right to have the government force the manufacturers to buy thi
